The Pastor Telis the Story of His Life 
and Troubles in the Church. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal, March 6—Rev. 
Dr. Brown took the witness stand yesterday 
afternoon at.the council before which he 
is on trial on charges of immorality. 

Dr. Brown stated he was born in Michi- 
gan forty-seven years ago, and learned the 
trade blacksmith.
